In the funding phase from 2019 to 2025, 
the 140 researchers from 20 disciplines in the 
humanities and social sciences analyze in 
transepochal studies ranging from antiquity to 
the present day the factors that make religion the 
motor of political and social change. The research 
network is the largest of its kind in Germany; and, 
of the Clusters of Excellence, one of the oldest 
and the only one to deal with the issue of religion. 
It will receive funding of 31 million euros from 
2019 to 2025.
